Weaver's Strike. 


The strike of the weavers at Sttel's mills 


still continues. 
The men claim that they 


cannot earn living wages, and the employers 
assert that they cannot afford to pay more. 
If each statement is true, the fault lies else- 
where than in the mills. No man in this 
country is expected to give his labor for a 
sum so small that it will not keep him at 
least in the necessaries of life, and no owner 
of a manufactory could be reasonably ex- 
pected to tuin his establishment into an 
eleemosynary institution, having for its 
philanthropic object the dispensing of gratu- 
ities to deseiiing but unfortunate people. 
11 the employees in Ktecfs mills cannot 
make living wages, and if the owners of 
the mills cannot afford to pay living wages, 
Ihe fault lies elsewhere, and we do not have 
Jar to go to ascertain, \rheie the primal 
cause is to be found. 


When the Democratic party found itself

The prices paid at that time were 
If mills for English clipper looms and 2 
mills for Knowles and Cromptous, and ten 
per cent extra for good work. 


The wages weie then reduced to 1 milt for 


clipper looms and 1 8-10 mills for Kuowles 
looms, which is a 42 per cent reduction, and 
left the weavers averaging about six dollars 
a week. 


Now the next thing that surprised the 


weavers was a printed notice that he gare 
them, notifying them of another reduction to 
£ of a mill a pick for light work on clippers, 
which is another reduction of 37J per cent, 
leaving them about $5.50 a week on one 
loom. The weavers in England on this kind 
of work average from J6 to $7.50 a week. 
The price paid by most mills in the United 
States is 2 mills a pick, and a few pay IJ 
mills a pick. 


The weavers of the firm of Croft & Priest- 


lej, of Camden, struck for 2 mills, which 
was given them immediately. 


The weavers of Steel's mills are now out 


for IJ mills a pick for clipper looms, and IJ 
mills for Knowles and Cromplon looms and 
ten per cent for heavy work, by no means 
an unreasonable demand. They will then 
average $7.50 or $8 a week, which is not too

highly commended. For years this country 
has suffered because the ballot has been 
placed in the hands of those who do not 
have the slightest regard for the principles 
of our government, and who in many places 
are so strong in numbers as to pul, in high 
office men who are manifestly unfit to hold 
any elective position known to our Uws. Tn 
tlie largest of our cities this foreign element, 
largely composed of the ignorant class, com- 
pletely dominate affairs and the form of 
going through an election has become a dis- 
graceful farce. 
While Bucks county has

Should such rules be enforced 
throughout the entire country the selection 
of the makers of our laws and of the officers 
for their execution would be placed in the 
hands of those who understand and appre- 
ciate the privileges granted them by state and 
national constitutions.

lulgc Ycrkes Promvlgatal a Plan Under 


Which the Rights of Citizenship Will 
Be Conferred. 


An opinion was read by Judge Yerkes, on 


ast Thursday morning, in relation to the peti- 
on in regard to naturalizing foreigners, pre- 
entod to the Court by prominent residents 
f Bristol on Tuesday. The Court referred 
o the character of tho different nationalities 
*'ho come to America, and stated that only 
uch foreigners as intended to become loya,. 
nd patriotic citizens should be naturalized. 


"In more recent years,1' said the Court, 


'events have induced a large number of 
icople of a different class, some of them of 
he lowest order of humanity, to come here, 
'hey do not allow themselves' to become 
-bsorbed among the mass of our population, 
['hey adhere to their home ideas, form so- 
cieties of their own and cherish -their na- 
ionality and language because they have 
mined no fixed design to permanently re- 
side here, but expect to avail themselves o: 
some favorable opportunity or turn in the 
wheel of fortune to return to their native 
country. 


"They do not attempt to acquire a knowl 


edge of the principles of government simply 
becanse they have no patriotic interest in 
the country. 


"The patriotic memorial and resolutions 


presented to us in the interest of the purity 
and intelligence of citizenship are so disin 
tercsted and reasonable that wo are encour 
aged to at once put in operation such rule 
of Court as we have long contemplated, and 
as we believe will tend to protect our citizen 
ship from demoralizing influences. 


''The object is to admit those only wh 


distinctly understand and appreciate tlm 
the right imposes the reciprocal duty of th 
putriotic support of the government and th 
acceptance of unqualified Americanism t 
the renunciuton and exclusion of all attach 
ment to any other government or power."

the Court. Any five citizens of the count 
will be allowed tc flic remonstrances or on 
jcctions to the naturalization of an alien a 
any time prior to the final hearing thereof.

that within the period of five years precec 
ing the filing of the petition the applicai 
has been engaged in any unlawful assembly 
riot, affray or other breach of the peace, o 
thai he has been convicted of any crimina 
ofl'eiibc, or has participated in any coinbina 
lion or conspiracy intended to obstruct th 
due execution of the laws, or has attempte 
to unlawfully interfere with or contro 
any person in the full and free erijoyinen 
of his lawful rights such conduct, notwitl 
standing the oatli of the applicant, shall b 
deemed evident that the petitioner is no 
attached to the principles of the Constitutio 
of the United States and well disposed t 
the good order and happiness of tlie same. 


4. Every applicant will be required 


show that he is able to speak and read uu 
derstandingly the English language, am 
that he has read and understands tUe con

5. A petitioner not a resident of Buck 


county will be required to show under oat 
that his petition has not been rejected 1 
any other Court, and that there is a satis 
factory reason for applying before this Cou 
instead of in the Court of his domicile. 


(i. No public officer of the county or can 


didate for office, or member of any cam 
paign or political committee will be acceptei 
an a voucher in any initialization petition 
unless by leave of tho Court for caus 
shown. Neither will any petition be grantO' 
where the petitioner has not voluntarily 
appeared for naturalization or where th 
party applies at the solicitation of any part 
organization, or person for the purpose o 
acquiring the right to vote. 


7. Every petition for naturalization sha' 


be endorsed by an attorney who shall certify 
that he is the bona fide attorney for th" 
applicant, and that he is not presenting th 
same as tlie attorney or representative of 
political party, committee or organization. 


8. Tho officer's fees and costs of advcrtis 


ing shall be paid by tlie petitioner in person 
at the time of filing the application.

Conductors Were Deceived fcjr Him For 


More Tlian • Tew—A Simple Scheme 
Whicli Required Only Nerwi and Self 
Control—Trick* of Conductor!. 


- There is a well settled belief on the 
part of moat people that the conductors' 
ou the steam railroads have an intuitiW 
knowledge of the persons who have not 
paid their fares, and that, whtla they 
may occasionally pass a man without 
taking up his ticket, so phenomenal is 
tho memory of tho average conductor 
and so well does he remember faces 
that it is almost impossible to deceive 
him. 
While this may sometimes be 


true, as a rule it is the passenger him- 
self who gives tho cue for the conduct- 
or's action. The man who deliberately 
attempts to evade the payment of a fare 
in nine cases out of ten will'by hillocks 
and action say to the conductor, ' 'I have 
not paid my fare, and I don't iutand 
to." Somo conductors with short mem- 
ories and distrust of their abilities for 
detecting the frauds will continuously 
call out the word "tickets" as they pass 
through the oars, where many changes 
are taking place between stations, at 
the same time extending their hand to- 
ward each seat. The man who has not 
paid feels that this is a direct appeal 
made to himself and responds according- 
ly. But if this ruse does not succeed in 
making tho would be "beat" deliver up 
his ticket it so far changes his face and 
demeanor that ho often shows conscious 
guilt, and his ticket is then peremptorily 
demanded. 


It sometimes happens, however, that 


even all the tricks and artifices of the 
conductor will fail, and a man will suo- 
ceod daily in evading payment of hig 
fare, not merely for weeks, bnt for 
months. A remarkable ease of this kind 
was recently observed on the Pitchburg 
railroad.

The Ichneumon J?ly Makes Its Natural 


Enemy Serve Its Purpose. 


The ichneumon fly o'f Ceylon is the 


natural enemy "of the spider. This insect 
is green in color, and in form resembles 
a wasp with a marvelonsly thin waist. 
It makes its nest of well worked clay 
and then goes on a hunting expedition. 
Its victims are invariably spiders of va- 
rious kinds, but all are subject to tha 
same mode of treatment. A scientific 
etiug injects some poison, which effec- 
tually paralyzes the luckless spider, 
who is then carried off to the nest and 
there fastened with a' dab of meist clay. 
Another and another victim is brought 
to this chamber of bTorrors. Then the 
prescient.mother ichneumon fly proceeds 
to deposit her eggs, ona in the body oi 
each spider, which call just move its 
legs in a vague, aimless manner, but 
can offer no resistance. 


This done, the fly-r,etnrns tonerwori 


as a mason. She prepares more ojay and 
builds up the entrance to this ghastly 
cell. Then she commences a new cell, 
which she furnishes in like manner, and 
then closes; then sfie,adds yet anothei 
oell,tand so proceeds until her store oi 
eggs are all provided for, and her task 
in life being accomplished she dies, 
leaving her evil brood to hatch at lei- 
sure. In due time these horrid'little 
maggots come to life and find them- 
selves cradled in a larder of fresh meat. 
Each poor spider is still alive, and Ms 
juices afford nutriment for the ichneu- 
mon grub till it is ready to pass in the 
chrysalis stage, thence to emerge as s 
winged fly fully prepared to carry oui 
the traditions of its ancestors with re- 
gard to spiders.—Asbton Reporter.

his reading with just the suggestion of 
impatience at the interruption. The re- 
proof conveyed in that glance, carrying
